Production figures for January and February both are 
not yet available, but from fragmentary reports and con- 
servative estimates it is apparent that the first two months 
will run very close to the mark set last year, which was 
542,000 vehicles. The slight decrease which will undoubt- 
edly be shown is due to the fact that Ford has not yet reached

in 1927 with the Model T. 

As a matter of fact production during the first two 
months of 1928 by companies other than Ford, will be 
about 30 per cent. greater than it was last year. On the 
other side of the equation Ford is gradually stepping up 
production and before the year is much older he will 
reach the level at which he was operating last year. This 
situation when .t arrives will quickly force 1928 produc- 
tion ahead of the output record of 1927. 

Figures on the actual buying that has taken place dur- 
ing January and February are more difficult to arrive at 
than the production estimates. However, it is fairly certain 
that the buying has kept step relatively with the production. 

It has always been estimated that the months of 
March, April and May absorb in sales 35 per cent. of 
the total output of any year. During January and Febru- 
ary the factories obviously must step up production in 
order to supply a surplus of vehicles to meet the heavy 
demand of the three spring months. Of course produc- 
tion will also increase its pace during the period of heavy 
demand. 

All in all the industry certainly does occupy a- peculiarly 
favorable strategic position.

|* a recent bulletin the National Standard Parts Associa- 
tion, through its board of directors went on record as 
being opposed to “the practice of provocative or derogatory 
advertising or other merchandising propaganda of like char- 
acter, and urges its members to refrain from the use of 
same.” 
Of the wisdom of this stand there can be no doubt. 
In the language of the salesman, “knocking a competitor” 
is the worst possible method of trying to sell one’s own 
goods. The reason for this has its roots deep in human 
psychology. When a person who is selling any product 
whatever feels it necessary to belittle the goods put out 
by a competing company there instantly arises a doubt 
in the mind of the prospective customer. “If,” he thinks 
to himself, “this fellow goes out of his way to ‘knock’ 
this other manufacturer’s products, he must be 
seared of them. They must have given him a 
lot of trouble.” From that thought it is just a step to 
thinking “then this other maker’s products must be pretty 
good to scare this fellow so.” It never fails, whether the 
salesman is trying to sell elephants or advertising. 
“Every knock is a boost.” 

Commendation is due the National Standard Parts 
Association for its stand against derogatory advertising. 
Such advertising is in itself so essentially false, so com- 
pletely destructive of the very end it pretends to serve, that 
it must eventually die of its own viciousness. The push that 
the N. S. P. A. is giving it will help its certain and firly 
demise.

Consider- 
able interest is shown in plans now 
being pushed by two of the larg- 
est organizations operating in this 
area, involving aggressive cam- 
paign during 1928, with introduc- 
tion of several new seiling and 
servicing features. 

FRANCE 

Paris.—_Automotive saies are slow, 
with most French factories on low 
production schedules.

J ASHINGTON, March 3.—Dun-

American and European firms, ex- 


|cept Michelin, have not yet estab- 


lished their own sales forces, but 
operate through Japanese firms act- 
ing as importers and distributors. 

In some cases the manufacturer 
has his own representative working 
with the distributor. The manu- 
facturer, therefore, deals only with 
his distributor. 

Distributors, however, allow cer- 
tain discounts from the price list. 
Much competition has _ resulted 
among distributors in granting these 
disceunts, the report points out, and 
all former associations and agree- 
ments have not succeeded in curb- 
ing it. 

Some distributors have granted 
larger discounts to certain dealers 
on large orders, in direct contraven- 
tion of the agreement. 

The automobile tire dealers’ asso- 
ciation has become defunct and it 
is reported that the market is now 
in a worse state than at the end of 
1927. The outlook for the future is 
not promising, the report states,
